From Chateau Thierry into Paris 
One is what

sous-Jouarre is reached. There are 
everal bridges across the Marne 
at Chateau Thierry and ‘another 
small one at the little town of 
Luzancy, and there is a large one 
at La Ferte-sous-Jouarre. In the 
first World War, the fighting was 
tremendous along this Grande 
Route, particularly as it cames out 
of Chateau Thierry and climbs the 
hill. It is on the crest of this hill 
that Belleau Woods and the village 
of Lucy-le-Bogage (pronounced 
by-gosh by the Americans) are lo- 
cated. 

This Grande Route was laid out 
by Napoleon and was lined by hin 
with trees to protect the passage 
of his armies. From Chateau 
Thierry toward Paris there is a 
smaller road that winds along the 
southern bank until it joins the 
main route at La Ferte: After 
Luzancy passed, going toward 
Paris, you again have a§ natural 
defense in the hills that form the 
southern rim of the Marne valley.

Now, the Vulture 

At last, after weeks of carefully staged inde- 
cision, Mussolini has tossed the lives of tens 
of thousands of young Italian boys into the 
caldron of war. He has declared war against 
Britain and against France and will try, as 
the battle of civilization enters its crucial phase, 
to swing the victory to -the side of his fellow 
traveler in force, Adolf Hitler. 

Whether or not the Italian entry into the 
war will decide the issue is, at this writing, far 
from certain. Men with the stake that French- 
men and Britons have in this contest do not 
count the odds, are not beaten until the last 
vestige of life is crushed beneath the jugger- 
naut. 

It may be that, with Italy an active foe, the 
situation of the Allies will improve. Ever since 
the start of the real war, a month ago, there 
has been a strong. French force guarding the 
Alpine border. Observers have said this army 
is amply sufficient to prevent any invasion of 
France by the armies of Il Duce. In the Med- 
iterranean, the Allied fleets should be strong 
enough to cope with anything the Italian naval 
arm can threaten. 

Only in the air is it possible for Mussolini 
to effectively atd the Nazis. He has 2,000 first- 
class planes which might be sufficient to tip 
the scales of fate. 

The entrance of Italy into the war probably 
indicates that Mussolini thinks the outcome is 
already certain. He must be convinced that 
France and Britain are doomed. For vultures 
don’t swoop until they know there is no power 
to fight left in their prey. — 

And Americans should pay particular heed 
to that portion_of the Mussolini speech in which 
he referred to nations “which hold all the 
wealth, all the gold of the world.” What na- 
tion today holds practically all the world’s 
gold? The United States. 

Could it be that Benito, in his madness, de- 
clared war on us, too?

Another Playground 

Lake Conasaugua, high in the mountains of 
the Chattahoochee national forest near Chats- 
worth, was dedicated a few days ago with more 
than a thousand enthusiastic Georgians at- 
tending the ceremonies. : 
It is just another of the many “playgrounds” 
established in Georgia for the benefit of the 
public. The United States Forest Service, which 
has purchased huge tracts of mountain lands, 
has no desire to shut the public out. Rather, it 
encourages Visitors. 

Time was when Georgia’s mountains were 
inaccessible except by horseback. Good roads 
and the automobile changed that. 

But even then there were no parks, no 
playgrounds. In recent years the national gov- 
ernment and the state have built a number of 
such resorts for the lovers of nature—and the 
CCC boys, by the work they have done in creat- 
ing them, have more than justified the exist- 
ence of that fine body af young men. 

Response of the public, especially from the 
city dwellers, has been most gratifying. Cabins 
and camping grounds in the great forests are 
at a premium throughout the summer. It is 
fine to know so many such fresh air oppor- 
tunities are available to folks of moderate 
means who cannot afford the cost of a fash- 
ionable resort hotel—and who may prefer a bit 
of roughing it, with a camp cot and a frying 
pan.

Compulsory Military Training 

There is a rapidly growing sentiment in fa- 
vor of compulsory military training for the 
manpower of the United States. President 
Roosevelt has indicated that he would approve 
such a course. 

It is well to recognize that, to all practical 
intent, this country is already at: war with 
Nazi Germany. All the technicalities of formal 
neutrality to the contrary, this nation § is 
launched upon a program that has as its twin 
objectives fullest possible preparation for de- 
fensive warfare, if such a need ever comes to 
the American continent, and the extension of 
every possible aid to the Allies who are already 
at death grips with Hitler’s legions. 

The mere facts that no formal declaration 
of war has been made and that American 
armed forces have not been sent to Europe, 
cannot camouflage the unescapable situation, 
that the democratic civilization of which this 
nation has been one of the chief proponents 
is at death grips today with a totally different 
form of society, which Germany calls civiliza- 
tion, and which, if trfumphant, will hesitate 
at no means by which it can extend its hate- 
ful theories of government and ways of life 
all over the world. 

During the first World War this country had 
practical experience with the working of the 
draft system of selection for military service. 
So satisfactory did it prove that today it is ac- 
cepted, in the general public thought, as the 
logical and proper way in which to raise an 
army. Recruiting officers in many parts of the 
country report a slowness in volunteer response 
to the call for a greatly expanded army because 
of the general belief among young men that the 
required personnel will eventually be raised by 
the draft, so why trouble to volunteer? 

Yet it is extremely doubtful if there is any 
country in the world today whose young man- 
hood is less fitted for the rigors and duties of 
military service than the United States. This 
is, admittedly, contradictory to the demagogic 
assertions about millions of men “springing to 
arms overnight,” etc., etc. That sort of talk 
in days such as these is nothing less than dan- 
gerous poppycock. 

It is impossible to create a soldier for war 
as it is fought today, simply by uniforming a 
civilian and putting a gun in his hand. The 
technicalities of modern war equipment and 
the complexity of duty or of emergency which 
the humblest private is called upon to face, re- 
quire a man thoroughly trained in a varied 
assortment of crafts. 

Not only this, the demands upon human 
stamina are so great that only the finest of 
physical condition is able to stand up under 
modern battle conditions. . When men have to 
withstand the assault of tanks and dive bomb- 
ers and heavy artillery, when they have to hold 
vital positions for long days and nights, often 
with food supplies, and relief 
blocked by air strafing of communication roads, 
it takes nothing less than superb physical con- 
dition, 

When the United States created her draft 
armies in 1918, examining physicians were 
shocked at the disease, weakness and poor 
health they found. In order to secure the re- 
quired number of troops it was nessary to re- 
duce the standards of physical fitness for the 
army, not once, but again and again. Before 
the armistice came, the American army was ac-

cepting men with flat feet—all except the worst 


tvype—and men with syphilis where it.did not 
show by outer sores, 


Compulsory military training, now, would 


provide opportunity for an improvement in the 
national health that cannot be secured by any 
other means, within reasonable time. It would 
create a tremendous reserve of men trained in 


military rudiments and would, in time, make 


possible the now false and dangerous boasts of 
a “nation springing to arms.” 3 

Details of the methods adopted for such 
training would have to be worked out by con- 
gress and the government. The only require- 
ment needing mention at this time is that it 
would have to be universal in application, se- 
lection of men would have to be by absolutely 
impartial draft and every safeguard should be 
provided to lessen, as much as possible, any 
handicap in civilian career which such compul- 
sory service might impose. 

With these simple provisions for equality and 
justice, compulsory military. training is but the 
course of obvious wisdom for any democratic 
nation in the world today.

WHAT IS DOING IN MEXICO? 
(From the Savannah Morning News.) 

The shooting at Leon Trotsky in his refuge out- 
side Mexico City may mean much or little. It 
might be a definite -reply to his criticism of 
Stalin's regime in Russia. It could be just a 
maneuver to turn attention away from other hap- 
penings in Mexico. However, these facts are 
known. Mexico has a national election in July. 
That is always the season for revolutions. There 
Is no reason to expect that political affairs will 
be quiet this. summer “down Mexico way.” 

It is estimated that 6,500 Germans have been 
living in Mexico. Since April the German ar- 
rivals there have greatly increased. If Hitler 
could foment an armed uprising of any sort in 
Mexico this summer it would serve his purpose 
well. It would be a menace to peace in the west- 
ern hemisphere. It might distract the attention 
of the United States from possible aid to the 
Allies. <A: Trojan horse or fifth column move- 
ment in Mexico would be putting a Nazi threat 
right at our doors. It is up to officials in Wash- 
ington to find out and to understand exactly what 
ls golng on in Mexico.

AMERICA’S PRODUCTION MANAGER WASHINGTON, 
June 10.—After 


Franklin Roosevelt, William S. Knudsen has the biggest job in the 
Untied States today. The big-framed, broad-shouldered, grizzled 
Danish immigrant, who rose from apprentice mechanic to the presi- 
dency of the General Motors Corporation, is in charge of* production 
for the national defense. Production is where the bottlenecks are, 
and it is up to Knudsen to cope with them. 

He has the job because he is a naturally impressive fellow, force- 
ful but quiet talking, reasonable in negotiation, quick to reach a 
decision, and easy to get on with. His force and good sense were 
noticed by the President when they used to meet in the days of 
the CIO troubles in the motor industry. To most of the other motor 
manufacturers the President took an instant dislike; he liked Knud- 
sen. And so when Knudsen’s name was suggested for the defense 
council by the President’s administrative assistant, William Mc- 
Reynolds, the President's prompt reply was that he had been think- 
ing of Knudsen from the start. 

Besides McReynolds, who is now the defense council’s secre- 
tary, the men with whom the President chiefly discussed the de- 
fense council were Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. 
and Secretary of Commerce Harry L. Hopkins. Both warmly ap- 
proved when the President told them he was considering Knudsen 
for production co-ordinator. The President thereupon telegraphed 
Knudsen in Detroit. Because he believed the more inflammatory 
commentators, Knudsen arrived in Washington convinced that the 
President's purpose in summoning him was purely political, and ex- 
pecting at best to be made a sort of front man. The President 
offered him carte blanche, however, at the beginning of their meet- 
ing, telling him that he would have the fullest possible powers. 
Knudsen, though somewhat flabbergasted, accepted the offer with- 


out hesitation. 
A NO. 1 MECHANIC seit is pretty stirring that Knudsen should 
now have so great a. task. When he 
left Denmark for the United States he was a kid without money or 
prospects, who could only hope to get on in the world by the 
strength of his hands and his native wit. Both served him well, for 
he went on from apprentice mechanic to become superintendent of 
a bicycle shop, and from the bicycle shop to the vice presidency of 
the Ford Motor Company. Though General Motors hired him away 
from Henry Ford’s service, he still gets on well with his old boss. 
This was, incidentally, one of the reasons advanced by McReynolds 
for his being given his present post. 

He has long been known as foremost production man (as dis- 
tinguished from financial men, policy men, front men and others) 
in American industry. He is familiar with the problems of indus- 
trial production from the ground up. When an aviation engineer 
tells him that the steel in a high-speed airplane’s cylinders is too 
hard for a punch, he will understand. When the problem of boring 
a big gun to the correct tolerance is described to him, he grasps the 
essentials. There is an infinite amount for him to do, for there are 
bottlenecks everywhere, in labor supply, in machine tools, in some 
kinds of plant capacity, even in the lack of certain armament blue- 
prints, But if American defense production can be organized in

THE DREAM OF WORLD PEACE !t was my privilege on No- 
vember 11, 1918, to be in 
Chaumont. France, the general headquarters of the American Ex- 
peditionary Force, and to witness the rejoicing of the French, civil- 
ians and soldiers alike, at the good news of the armistice which 
marked the close of the first World War and the defeat of the Ger- 
man armies. That defeat, as every American schoolboy ought to 
know, but frequently doesn’t, was made possible only through th 
aid and assistance of the United States. : 
A few days later I attended the Te Deum Tnanksgiving service 
in the little old church of St.-Jean-Baptiste, where thanks were 
rendered to God that the long blackeut of war was at an end and 
that the dawn of peace had come at last. In December, of that 
historic year, President Wilson arrived in France and within six 
months the Paris conference, largely under his guidance and in- 
spiration, had worked out the Treaty of Versailles and with it a new 
charter of liberties for the world under the name of the Covenant 
of the League of Nations. Assuredly there were defects In both 
treaty and covenant, but what work of man is perfect? The im- 
portant thing was that the covenant faced in the right direction— 
toward world organization and world co-operation. 

In September, 1926, I in the visitors’ gallery of the Hall 
of the Reformation, in Geneva, Switzerland, where the Assembly 
of the League of Nations was voting on the entrance of the German 
republic into the League. Like most of the Americans present, ] 
regretted very much that the United States was not one of the mem- 
ber states. Germany was admitted into the League with no dlis- 
senting vote. Next day the great German statesman, Stresemann, 
addressed the assembly. Briand France replied in one of the 
greatest speeches of his career For the moment it seemed as if 
the wounds of war might be healed, as if the world was reall 
entering upon a new course, as if young men might look forward € 
a world freed in large part from the menace of war.

The chief left a capi- 
tal swiftly gearing itself for the 
task he outlined, to deliver his 
address to a_ graduating 
which includes his own 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., 
completing his law course. 

Congress was busy with details 
of his armament program: The 
senate approved a bill authorizing 
a $655,000,000 appropriation for an 
11 per cent expansion'of the navy 
and increasing its air force to 10, 
000 planes; the house ilitary 
committee recommended increas- 
ing the size of the regular army 
from 280,000 to 400,000 and au- 
thorizing the President to call out 
the National Guard for peace-time 
service in the United States and its 
pOSSesSIONS.

U. S. Must Find Moral 
Equivalent of Nazi | 
Force, He Says. 


While the first flash announcing 
Italy's entrance into the war came 
over the telegraph- wires, a Vir- 
ginia newspaper editor was de- 
scribing to 303 Emory University 
graduates their obligations to the 
preservation of peace. : | 

He was Douglas Southall Free- 
man, and he hastened from the} 
quiet platform into the Glenn Me- 
morial auditorium to the editorial 
offices of the Richmond News-' 
Leader. 

But before he left he told the 
graduates it was the duty of schol- 
ars .and_ scientists “to preserve 
truth and beauty in a world which 
must endure propaganda and dive 
bombers.” 

He told them it was an “exag- 
gerated appraisal of its own im- 
portance which leads almost every 
generation to assume that civiliza- | 
tion is being destroyed whenever 
the social order changes or the 
balance of power shifts.” 

Describing Nazi military suc- 
c®sses,-Freeman said, “the drive 
would not have been sustained had 
there not been created in an im- 
poverished, half-hungry and dis- 
armed Germany aé_e tremendous 
force, which for lack of a more 
specific word, we must call spirit- 
ual.” 

“To win the long, long war of 
ideals,” he added, ‘‘and to secure 
freedom among men, we Ameri- 
cans must find the moral equiva- 
lent of the force that has given 
Germany her superb discipline.”
